of coal in the yards of the railroad 
companies 'none of It can be hauled 
out for s'ome unknown reasons nor can 
Jt be delivered to the dealers to whom 
part of it is consigned. 


Beg With Baskets 


In all parts of the city tho poor 


may be seen with baskets begging for 
just a little fuel to Keep themselves 
warm. 
Tho charity bureau and the 


Salvation army arc crowded 
with 


helpless poor who can not be helped. 


Feeling of Despair 


At present the sufferers are filled 


with despair but It Is feared that ere 
'long this will give way to one of 
desperation and then the little coal 
In the yards will be seized upon by 
the mobs and used up. There will be 
a special meeting of the charities this 
afternoon to discuss tho situation.

Brilliant Showing Made by 30,000 


British and Native Soldiers 


Under Lord Kitchener. 


Delhi, India, Jan. 0.—The review 


today by tho viceroy of India, Lord 
Curzon of Keddleston, of 30,000 Brit- 
Ish and native troops led by Lord Kit- 
chener, was the last Important event 
of the coronation durbar. 


The viceroy, tho duke of Connaught 


and the grand duko of Hesse, sur- 
rounded by a brilliant staff, took up 
their positions at the saluting point 
between tho grand stands. 
From ev- 


ery side an immense 
multitude of 


Europeans and natives watched tho 
tnarch past and cheered tho favorite 
regiments. 
Lady Curzon and 
tho 


duchess of Connaught witnessed the 
review from carriages. 


The scene was not less brilliant in 


coloring than tho preceding events, 
and it equalled them in picturesque- 
ness. 
There was a particularly ef- 


lectlre maneuver after the passing 
or the horse artillery, tho cavalry, tho 
field batteries and tho Infantry in tho 
order named. 
Tho cavalry in line 


of regiments, followed by tho 
artil- 


lery, galloped past again and formed 
naif a mile in front of'the 
granu 


stand and from this position charged 
down In a long lino to within a short 


tai^o of the saluting point. 
Of nil the soldiers reviewed today 


none made a better impression than 
the native volunteers, which woro led 
by the princes magnificently uniform- 
ed and horsed.

Canal company has received a Ger- 
man offer to buy for $40,000,000 all tho 
company's rights and concessions ir 
the United States does not exercise 
Its option with expires on March 4. 


The correspondent.says that

further learns that tho German gov- 
ernment has offered to buy Colombia's 
share In the Panama Canal company, 
agreeing to take them at pnr In full 
liquidation of all German 
claims 


against Colombia. 


The German view of the right 
to 


build the canal without violating tho 
Monroe doctrine is that tho Colombian 
constitution Is not alienated nor tho 
sovereignty thereof transferred to a 
foreign government. 
Therefore, If 


German capital 
builds tho 
canal, 


neither Germany nor Individual Ger- 
mans acquire sovereignty In Colombia 
or perpetual occupation of Colombian 
territory. 


Furthermore tho United States, Is 


not opposing the French company in 
building the canal, established a pre- 
cedent that such building Is not re- 
garded as a. violation of tho Monroe 
doctrine, for which reason the United 
States would have no Justification In 
Interfering with the Germans com- 
pleting'tho French company's work.

WILL BE TESTED 


SUP'T BUELL IS A MEMBER OF 


STATE COMMITTEE. 


WILL 
INVESTIGATE SCHOOLS 


Value of Different Methods Will Be 


Determined by Series of Com- 


parative Tests. 


Supt. H. C. Duell has been appoint- 
ed on a committee of superintendents 
•who wll linvestlgato existing condi- 
tions In the public schools of 
the 
state and the comparative value of 
their methods. 
Tne appointment of 


this committee Is the direct result of 
the annual convention of the Wiscon- 
sin State 
Teachers' Association re- 


cently held at Milwaukee. 
At this convention the Idea was 


advanced that the Investigation of 
the schools and their merit Is left 
too completely to the university and 
other higher institutions of learning. 
The results are far from satisfactory 
because In the majority of instances 
the tests are carried on under ab- 
normal conditions. 


To Investigate 
It was decided at the convention, 


therefore, that It was desirable to 
test the work of the various schools 
In the state as it is done normally 
from day to day. 
It was deemed 
that such an investigation could best 
be carried on by the superintendents 
themselves and a committee was ap- 
pointed. 
This committee 
Includes 


Prof. C. E. Patzer, of the Milwaukee 
Normal school and Supts, Falrchtld, 
Milwaukee. C. F. Vlebahn. 
Water- 


town. R..B. Dudgeon. Madison; H. C. 
Terry. Waukesha; and H. C. Buell, 
Janesvllle. 


In Three Studies 


Arithmetic, spelling and 
penman- 
ship are the branches In which the 
Investigation will be started. 
Var- 


ious methods of teaching these stud- 
ies are employed in the schools and 
while each method Is declared best 
by its followers, the results of t.»e 
several systems have neverbeen com- 
pared. 
For Instance some educa- 


tors claim that vertical writing Is 
swifter but not so legible as the slan- 
ted writing, others claim that It is 
more legible but not so swift, still 
others say It has botn good quali- 
ties while there are those who as- 
sert that It has neither. 
There Is the same diversity of opin- 


ion over the best way to teaching 
spelling and arithmetic.. 
In some 
schools number work Is not introduc- 
ed until the third grade, the claim 
being made that the -pupils learn as 
much in one year as is learned In 
three years where the pupils begin 
the work In the first grade. 


Comparative Test* 
Thb plan of the committee is to 


conduct a series of tests which will 
show what methods give the best re- 
sults. 
All the schools of the state 


are to be subjected to the 
same 
tests and the value of the methods 
employed will be determined by com- 
paring the work done In these tests. 
Supt. II. C. Buell has been 
given 
charge of conducting the work In 
arithmetic, spelling has been entrus- 
ted to Supt. Terry, of Waukesha. anil 
Prof. Dudgeon, of Madison, will In- 
vestigate penmanship.

C. E. Rollins the Gazette feels 
that It places before them an expert's 
opinion upon the taxation question 
and the game laws in the state of 
"Wisconsin as they exlut. 


Mr. Rollins Is a gentleman who Is 


thoroughly acquainted with what he 
Is discussing and writes most feel- 
ingly of tho thorough uses that tho 
laws of the state place upon tho In- 
coming settlers and upon the visitors 
who seek recreation and rest in our 
forests In tlio north. 
The letter fol- 
lows: 
Editor. "Janesvllle Gazette," Janes- 
vllle. Wis: 


Dear Sir: 
Some days since I was 


talking with friends In regard 
to 


'various things and it was suggested 
I write you and perhaps a suggestion 
that I wanted to make to some one 
In Wisconsin In regard to taxation 
might Interest your readers. 


Owing to the great Increase In tax- 


es In Wisconsin and especially 
In 


"Marlnctto county, where I am large- 
ly Interested I find It very hard 
to 


Induce settlers to go there because 
taxes on the wild land In Marlnctto 
county far exceed the taxes on Im- 
proved property In the older states 
where there Is a town road on every 
section line and school houses 
In 


plenty. 
Tlio tax rate In Wisconsin 


or In the northern part of It Is some- 
thing that should not be tolerated 
because I believe It Is unjust. There 
Is much property In Marinette county 
that Is assessed for double Us value, 
there Is more land that Is assessed 
for one-tenth of Its value and some 
escapes taxation altogether. 


The tax commissioner through Its 


Instructions to county and local as- 
sessors for the year 1002 has worked 
I fear much harm to the Interests 
of the northern part of the state as 
It kept out a great many good people 
who would go there and settle. 
40 


•acres of land that can be bought at 
from $.'0.00 to $f!0.00 Is assessed at 
from $80.00 to $200.00. 


Again the moment a man buys 80 
acres of land nnd commences to Im- 
prove It he is loaded down with as- 
sessments and is compelled to pay 
a tax which he cannot afford to and 
which he In equity Is not entitled to 
do. 
There Is In my mind no good 
reason why a man who takes np a 
small piece of land, puts up a little 
house and commences to Improve his 
property should have his assessment 
raised to four times the original val- 
ue of the land. 
This not the way to 
attract good people to the state, who 
In the course of time become good 
citizens contributing their share of 
the tax for the maintenance of law 
and order and keep up tho internal 
Improvements of the state. 


But what I want to goto at Is, and 


I think you and any other fair-minded 
man will agree with me. that what Is 
Known as mineral, timber and wat- 
er rights that are reserved by the 
sellers of land should be assessed and 
taxed equally with the surface of the 
land, which Is the only thing that 
Is sold. 
Of course, this docs not pre- 
vail to any great extent In your im- 
mediate vicinity but In many places 
In Wisconsin you cannot buy land 
unless tho mineral rights are reserv- 
ed; the lumber companies also re- 
serve all water rights and timber lea- 
ving the tiller of the soil tho burden 
of paying the taxes while the people 
owning theso rights pay 
nothing; 


sometimes these mineral rights are 
valued so highly that you cannot pur- 
chase them for ten times the price 
paid for the soil. 
i know of one 40 


of land In Marinette county that was 
bought two years ago for $30.00. the 
purchaser at that time supposing that 
he was purchasing tho Fee complete 
as be got no abstract but the seller 
was supposed to be a reasonable par- 
ty.

Is there any good reason why the 
assessor should not assess the miner- 
jil rights on every piece of land that 
is sold with a reservation of i.,|s 
Kind.

You can readily see that a man 


buying SO acres of this land with tho 
mineral rights reserved might In a 
few years have his property so cut 
up that It would IK? useless to him 
for farming purposes and yet he has 
been paying the taxes for the protec- 
tion of tins other man's property. 


I believe It is a matter if agitated 


would add several million dollars In 
value to the taxable value of Wiscon- 
sin property and thus reduce the ex- 
pense that is now put on the small 
holders of land.

for the very fact that when I buy ICO 
acres of land of the United States 
government, they give mo a deed for 
It without any reservations whatev- 
er, consequently, any and all things 
on that land belong to mo, tho same 
Is true when I buy land of the state 
of Wisconsin, which has been granted 
to them by tho United States, and 
when the state of Wisconsin Issues 
to mo Its patent for Its ICO acres ot 
land It parts with all right, title and 
Interest It has In that piece of land, 
but under the general law it has a 
right to levy taxes for tho purpose of 
protecting my property, but it has no 
right to say that tho rabbit, doer or 
partridge that is born on my land and 
raised there Is not my property.

ty lines In municipal affairs, they arc 
ready to take a long stride in tho right 
direction.

CONGREGATIONAL CHURCH. 


SUPPER GIVEN FOR 
GUESTS 


Wife of the President of Beloit Col- 


lege Told of Her Visit to 


tho Orient. 


Personal reminiscences of China, 


given In a charming manner by Mrs. 
E. D. Eaton, of Beloit. made the mis- 
sionary meeting at 
the Congrega- 


tional church Friday afternoon, one 
of exceptional Interest. 
It was tho 


regular monthly session of tho 
La- 
dles' Missionary societies of 
tho 


church and special Invitations had 
been Issued to tho wives of the pas- 
tors and the officers of tho missionary 
societies of tho Presbyterian. Method- 
ist and Baptist churches. 
Tho re- 


sult was a large and very Interesting 
meeting'. 


Mrs. Eaton's talk on China 
was 


the chief feature of the afternoon. 
H 


•was an Informal talk*. 
embracing 


some of her own experiences In the 
Orient, and was given In a conversa- 
tional stylo that was very pleasing. 
It was especially valuable because 
she tried as largely as possible to 
tell things which arc not generally 
known. 


Accompanied Deputation 
Mrs. Eaton's visit to China 
\vas 


fflado In 1898 when sho accompanied 
the deputation sent out 
by 
tho 


American hoard of tho Congregation- 
al church to investigate personally 
the conditions In China and tho work 
being dono by the missionaries. The 
deputation Included Judson 
Smith 


and Coi. C. A. Hopkins of Boston and 
President Eaton of Beloit 
college 


Mrs. Hopkins and Mrs. Eaton accom- 
panied the party and they spent six 
months abroad, four of which wore 
spent In China. 
Japan was also vis- 
ited. 


Some Inside Glimpses 
In her talk to the Joncsvlllo laulcs. 
Mrs. Eaton gave them some very de- 
finite Ideas of the lives of the mis- 
sionaries in whoso homes -she visit- 
ed. 
She said that the quiet Influence 


of these homes is a great power lor 
the bettering tho conditions for 
the 


Chinese women. Sho told some pitiful 
Incidents of tho manner In which tho 
Kirls and women arc treated and ex- 
plained the prevalence of sore eyes 
by saying that tho babies arc carried 
•with their faces upturned to the glar- 
ing sun. being carried about on 
the 


backs of little- girls. 
In speaking 


of the sore eyes. Mrs. Eaton told an 
instan'cc of a collie who was very ser- 
iously afflicted. 
One day the mis- 


sionaries asked him to mako way 
with a cat and later they found him 
cooking It to eat. 
He had saved tho 


eyes and swallowed them whole, firm 
ly believing that his own would 
be 
cured. 


Before Boxer Uprising 


Tho visit of the 
deputation was 


made Just before tho Boxer uprising 
and the Americans vislteu in many 
of the homes, which wero afterwards 
destroyed. 
Mrs. Eaton had with her 


ycstoi-uay. several -of the 
smaller 


gifts which were presented to her 
and she told interesting stories about 
many of them. 
Sho also gave a viv- 


id description of tho 
preparations 


madef or a girl's wedding telling how 
for days preceding tho event 
tho 


bride and two friends lay face down- 
ward on tho bed mourning her fate.

Mrs. J. L. Ford preside- at 
tho 


meeting and Interesting papers were 
given by Mrs. Harriet Jeffrls on 
'tho 


history and doctrines of Mormonlsm 
and by Mrs. Romanda Reynolds on

IT PROVIDES 
FOR 
PUBLICIT 


Embraces the Recommendations of th 


President and Attorney General an. 
Alms to Give More Power to th. 
Interstate Commission. 


Washington, Jan. 9.—The jm'lclao 


committee of tile house 1ms roportet 
a bill for the regulation of the trusts 
The bill Is a composite affair, the re- 
sult of long consultation among the 
members 
of 
the committee. 
It is 


drawn partly by Representative l'o\v. 
ers of Massachusetts, partly by Mr. 
Overslreet of Indiana, and partly by 
Mr. LIttlefleld of Maine, the !lepub< 
'llcan members of the subcommittee. 


It meets In a general way the rec- 


ommendations of President Hoosevelt 
and Attorney General Knox. It pro- 
vides for publicity.' strengthens exist 
Ing laws, and puts In the hands of the 
Interstate commerce commission sulll 
cient authority to Insure the enforce 
ment of both the Sherman act and the 
Interstate commerce law. 


It does not require the exposure of 


the business affairs of stockholders, as 
it Is not believed by members of tho 
subcommittee that such exposure will 
be of any particular benefit In t»<e en 
forcemeat of the law. 


Text of the Bill. 


It puts manufacturing corporations, 


tho product of which Is sold In more 
than one state, under the control of 
the Interstate commerce commission. 
Public sen-ice corporations are also 
brought within the jurisdiction of tho 
interstate commerce commission. 


It provides that any corporation en 


gaged In Interstate commerce which 
shall transport or offer to transport 
property subject to the provisions of 
the interstate commerce law at any 
other rate or upon any other than tho 


\ public terms, or who, by payment of a 


rebate, or other device, evades such 
public rate or rates In transportation, 
or which transports property without 
prior publication of a tariff In accord 
ance with the Interstate commerce 
law, and any person, firm or cor- 
poration which participates In any way 
in such nets shall be subject to a flue 
not less than $1.000 and not exceeding 
520,000. 


Provides Large Fines. 


Any common carrier or transporta- 


tion company engaged 
In Interstate 


commerce 
which 
shall 
knowingly 


transport any property produced, man 
utacfurcd or sold In violation of the 
provisions of the law or of the Slier 
man anti-trust act shall he subject to 
a fine of- not more than $5.000, while 
any officer of such corporations who 
shall knowingly receive for transpor 
tatlon or aid In transportation of any 
interdicted property shall be punished 
by a fine of not less than thirty or 
more than sixty days. 


Every corporation or joint stock 


company engaged In Interstate or for- 
eign commerce shall flic annually a re- 
turn with the interstate commerce 
commission stating the circumstances 
of organization and giving Information 
in regard to Its constituent companies 
•with full reference to laws under which 
all reorganizations have taken place 
and Information as to all prior compa- 
nies In the chain of the reorganization 
BO far as applicable.
